The Need For A Local Drag Strip

The drag race is a one-quarter-mile acceleration test. There is an active interest amongst the 
teens of Edmonton in dragging, but, as yet, the citizens of Edmonton haven't recognized it by grant¬ 
ing local enthusiasts a site for a drag strip. 

The Sunday afternoon drags are held in several places around the city. The use of these sites 
for drag racing has led only to complaints from the public, as well as the parties concerned. The provin¬ 
cial championship drags were held at the Namao Airport late last summer. A crippled American plane 
had to land unexpectedly, causing a considerable amount of delay and inconvenience to both the drag- 
gers and the air force. Drags were once held at the new Nisku International Airport, but, as it is now in 
use, this has had to stop. Several highway sites have been closed for Sunday afternoons for drag 
racing. A highway in the Namao area has been used, as well as the road east of the refineries, from 
the Cooking Lake road to the Beverly Bridge area. This type of thing has resulted in bitter complaints 
from the public, and has stirred up public opinion against dragging. 

A very definite danger is created if the local dragging enthusiasts are not allowed to have a 
drag strip. This will result in dragging on city streets and highways, which has already caused several 
deaths, both in Alberta and across the nation. 

In spite of unfavourable public opinion, there is no harm or sin in dragging, provided it is done 
on a proper strip, and not on city streets. It gives the teenager an opportunity to express creatively 
his mechanical skill and interest and his natural urge for speed. However, not only the teenage group 
participate in drag racing. At the provincial championships this summer, I saw several middle-aged 
men taking an active part. They really enjoyed themselves, as well as clocking some good speeds. The 
popular belief that drag racing is dangerous in any way has no basis whatsoever. Drag races are care¬ 
fully supervised, and all cars must be safety inspected before they can go onto the strip. For example, 
removal of wheel discs is compulsory for dragging, to prevent any danger of their flying off and 
causing any injury to the spectators. Injuries from drag racing are non-existent, because of the strict 
enforcement of safety rules and regulations. Many car clubs around the city have taken up building 
dragsters as club projects. This keeps the boys occupied, instead of having them driving around the 
streets causing trouble. Many draggers, however, use plain street cars for dragging. In tuning the cars 
up so that they will perform well on the strip, the person is also making it more efficient for street use. 

Personally, I feel that at least a part of the old Municipal Airport should be devoted to a drag 
strip. Only one runway would suffice. This would allow the city to carry out other plans for this land, 
along with the drag strip. 

High government officials have shown an interest in and support of drag racing locally, as 
attested by the article on drag racing several months ago in the weekend supplement to the Edmon¬ 
ton Journal. Let's get behind these people and support the campaign for a local drag strip.
